itltute aids to mental and emotional 
growth. 

Very early the child needs to es¬ 
tablish right attitudes toward books. 
Ry the time a child is fifteen or 
eighteen months old he can easily 
learn to handle a book without tear¬ 
ing the pages. If the paper Is strong 
and the pages are not too large. 
Young children who are not yet able 
lo read enjoy picture books or pic¬ 
ture-story books. 

Though considerable emphasis Is 
placed on the Importance of children 
>f school age reading for themselves 
and In quantity this should not be 
interpreted as a reason for ending 
tb* reading or story-telling hour of 
parents and other adults. Through 
<ucb means the young boy or girl 
may be stimulated to more difficult 
reading on new subjects, for the 
parent or adult may Interpret 
through voice or explanation much 
that would otherwise be lost on the 
child who does not rend easily. 
There Is permanent value aa well as 
present pleasure In the story hour. 

The general characteristics of a 
good book Include large clear type, 
an uncrowded, well-paragraphed 
page, a pleasing appearance, a lively 
tale and a well-sustained reader In 
terest

THE MESSAGE OF JEREMIAH 
_ 

LEMON TEXT—Jertmlnh 7:1-2*. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Obey my voice, and 
1 will be your God, and ya shall ba 
my people. Jeremiah 1:23. 

PRIMARY TUCIC—What Jeremiah 
I Said. 

JUNIOR TOPIC—Jeremiah's Stirring 
Message. 

INTERMEDIATE AND SENIOR 
TOPIC’—Doing What God ‘''mmandr 
YOUNG PEOPLE AND ADULT 
TOPIC—Ths Will of God for Our Times. 

The prophet stood in the gate of 
the temple In order that the multi¬ 
tudes might henr him. The occasion 
wns the coming together of the people 
from nil over the country to attend n 
fenst. From this place of prominence 
Jeremiah culled the people to obedl 
ence. 

I. What God Requires (vv. 17). 

1. Amend your wavs (v. 3). This 
means that their course of living 
should he reformed by exchanging bad 
deeds for good ones. On the basis of 
this rhnnge Clod would permit them to 
remain In their city and country. Fall 
ure to comply with this demand would 
eventuate In their expulsion. 

2. Personal experience (?. 4). The 
people regarded the temple ns a charm 
against evil. Irrespective of the con 
ditlon of their hearts. Without a heart 
experience, the most sacred institution 
and ordinances are valueless. Trust¬ 
ing In religious forms while lacking a 
vital experience Is the height of folly. 

| 3. Social Justice (v. 5). Ths proof 

of their having reformed was the exe¬ 
cution of Justice between man and his 
neighbor. The evidence of one’s be¬ 
ing In touch with God is his fair deal¬ 
ing with hla fellow men. 

4. Not to oppress the helpless (v. 

6). The stranger would likely be Ig¬ 
norant of the laws of the land. The 
widows and orphans would usually be 
Imposed upon. Protection and defense 
of the weak Is a sure sign of godliness. 

5. Not walk after other gods (v. 6). 
The worship of Idols and conformity 
to heathen customs go hand In hand. 
True morullty Is determined by the 
Individual's attitude towurd God. 

II. Some Solemn Warnings (vv. S-15). 

1. The teachings of false prophets 
(vv. 8-11). These false prophets 
taught the people that attention to 
ceremony and observance of religious 
form exempted them from strict at¬ 
tention to morals. Those who heeded 
the words of the lying prophets did not 
hesitate to steal, murder, commit adul¬ 
tery, swear falsely, and practice Idol- 1 
atry. They would even come Into the 
Lord’s house and claim freedom to 
practice such abominations. The sa¬ 
cred temple Itself, filled with such wor¬ 
shippers. would be a den of robbers. 

2. By the destruction of Shiloh (vv. 

12 lf»). God caused bis tabernacle to j 
be set up In Shiloh, but in EH’a time 
be gave It Into the hands of the Philis¬ 
tines because of the Idolatry of the 
people (Ps. 78:56 00). The prophet [ 
declared that G«*d would do even so ! 
with the temple, the city and the whole 
country. This he had Already done i 
with Israel and the northern kingdom. 

III. The Hopeless Condition of the 
People (vv. 10-20). 

Their propensity to do evil wns so 
strong that all efforts at reclamation 
were futile. 

1. Pray not for them (v. 16). There 
Is such a thing as sinning unto death, 
in which case prayer is useless (v. 10; 
cf. I John 5:16). 

2. Entire families devoted their en¬ 
ergies to that which provoked God’s 
anger (vv. 17-19). This was done by 
young and old, men and women. They 
did It with the definite purpose to pro- _ 
voke God’s anger. The prophet as 
aured them that the outcome of such 
conduct would be their utter confusion. 

IV. Judgment Sure to Fall (v. 20 ). 
Because the people poured out their 

offerings to Idols, the furious anger 
and wrath of God would be poured out 
upon men, beasts, trees and the fruit { 
of the ground. How this has been ful¬ 
filled the history of the Jews makes 
clear. 

V. Obedience to God Better than 
Sacrifice (vv. 21-26). 

The prophet appealed to history to 
show that God requires heart service 
rather than the observance of rellg- I 
lous forms. Blessings came to Israel 
through obedience, while cursings fol¬ 
lowed disobedience. On condition of I 
obedience to his requirements God 
promised to own them as his people 
and to bless them.

Italian officials In Romo 
said they were not thinking of peace 
terms and that their campaign had 
Just started. 


Mussolini's Defiance to 
All Other Nations 

S IMULTANEOUSLY with the open¬ 
ing of hostilities In Ethiopia. Mus¬ 
solini gave the signal for tremendous 
mass gatherings of all Fascists In 
Italy. Millions of B.ack Sldrts In all 
the cities dropped everything and as¬ 
sembled to cheer for the Duee and his 
African adventure. From the balcony 
of the Venezia palace In Rome the 
premier shouted the words that com 
milled Ills nation to a policy that may 
nieun either victory or ruin. He reit¬ 
erated his determination to seize ter¬ 
ritory from Ethiopia but declared he 
would do everything possible to pre¬ 
vent the campaign from bringing on a 
European war. But he warned the 
League of Nations and all nations to 
keep their hands off, saying: 

"To sanctions of an economic char¬ 
acter we reply with our discipline, our 
sobriety, and our spirit of sacrifice. 
To sanctions of a military character 
we will reply with measures of mll-

EVERYDAY DISHES 

A GOOD ox tall soup Is a favorite 
dish with many. The following 
stew is worth adding to the card In¬ 
dex: 

Ox Tail Stew. 

Wash the short lengths of ox tail 
and brown In its own fat. Conk two 
chopped onions in two tahlespoonfuls 
of butter, add to the meat with two 
and one-half quarts of water. Sim¬ 
mer until the meat Is tender. A half 
hour before serving add four diced 
carrots, two diced turnips aud oue 
large potato, two teaspoonfuls of Wor¬ 
cestershire sauce, two teaspoonfuls of 
sugar, salt and pepper to tuste. When 
the vegetables are soft thicken the 
stew will: flour aud water mixed to a 
paste. Cook until well thickened. 

Pilaf. 

Fry one sliced onion In butter, using 
two tablespoonfuls, when soft and yel¬ 
low add two cupfuls of boiling water, 
one cupful of uncooked rice, two cup¬ 
fuls of canned tomatoes, one cupful 
of round steak ground, two teaspoou- 
tuls of sugar, salt, pepper and grated 


cheese to suit the taste. Cook In a 
covered dish until the rice Is soft. Cov¬ 
er with the grated cheese and brown 
In a hot oven. 

Banana Junket 

Dissolve a Junket tablet In a table¬ 
spoonful of water, add to a pint of 
warmed milk. Flavor to suit the taste. 
Slice bananas Into sherbet cups und 
pour the Junket over them. Let stund 
in a warm place until firm. Mash one 
banana and add a tahlespoonfiil of 
lemon Juice and heat the white of an 
egg until stiff, add one-half cupful of 
sugar and the banana; beat until thick. 
Add as a topping to the dessert. 

Lemon Cheese Treat 

Prepare a sponge by using one ta¬ 
blespoonful of gelatin dissolved in two 
tahlespoonfuls of cold water, add one 
nnd one-half cupfuls of boiling water, 
one cupful of sugar, a few grains of 
salt nnd one-fourth cupful of lemon 
Juice. When the Jelly beglna to thick¬ 
en beat with a rotary egg beaten until 
light and frothy, then fold In one cup¬ 
ful of cottage cheese. Put Into molds 
and serve as a dessert or salad.
